BRITISH DESTROYER 
SHELLS WITH CHINESE BAT-.| 
TERIES 
Shanghai, April 9.—The British, 


destroyer Veteran engaged in an} 
artillery duel yesterday — with 
Chinese batteries 15 miles below 
Chinkiang, on the Yangtse river, it 
was learned today. 

The Chinese opened fire with 
vifles and field guns, whereupon 
the destroyer opened up with her 
main batteries, consisting of four | 
4.7 inch guns. She fired eighty | 
rounds, The shells destroyed a, 
Chinese gun emplacement 


and 
barracks, doing considerabie dam- 
age. ‘ 

The Veteran was struck by 
shrapnel and rifle bullets, but thee 
were no casdalties. 


Contonese Reverses 

Shanghai, April 9.—Serious  re- | 
verses are reported to have been met 
by a Cantonese expedition up the 
Grand Canal at the hands of re- 
organized remnants of the army of 
Marshal Sun Chuan Fang, which 
originally held Shanghai. | 

Meagre wireless messages from 
Chinkiang, about 40 miles exst of | 
Nanking at the junction of the 
Grand canal and the Yangtse river, 
indilate that the Cantonese are be- 
ing driven back steadily toward the | 
Yangtse. 

The northern forces are reported 
to have already reached Yang Chow 
just north of the Yangtse from 
outh as the confluence of the Grand 
canal and the Yangtse. Hundreds of 
Cantonese wounded are being 
brought across the Yangtse to Chin- 
kiang where it is reported the Na- 
tionalist flag has already been haul- 
ed down, 

Two further northern victories 
are reported; Cantonese advancing 
up the Tientsin-Pukow railway are 
said to have been thrown back to- 
ard Feng Yang, about 95 miles 
northwest of Nanking. 

The second defeat is reported to 
have occurred on the north bank 
of the Yanytse river opposite Kiang | 
Yin, where Sun Chuan Fang ad- 
ministered a defeat to the Cantonese 
which threatens Pukow and there- 
fore the Cantonese rear. 


Reduce Mission Work 

Shanghai, April 8—Christain mis- 
sionary activity in China h been 
reduced nearly to the vanishing 
point, it v stated today. The 
prospects for resuming endeavor in 
the near future are declared to be 
dark, at least as far as protestant’ 
orgenizations are concerned. 

These statements were issued this 
afternoon by a group of more than 
a dozen officials of various mission 
boards, including Rev. Dr. James 
Endicott, secretary of the board of 
foreign missions of the United 
Church of Canada, who conferred 


with newspaper correspondents for 
the purpose of enlightening the 
North American public as to the
